Nearly all the Uomiuion olHcials |)cr. 
forming service in subordiiuilo jiohilions 
in this province tire underpiiiil. Scftroely 
one of the clurks in tho various acpart, 
nients is sutUciently nnnuneratcil. The 
"provident" han:l of some Ottawa 
magnate arranged the scale of salaries 
foi[ iBritiRh- Columbia on an Eastern 
baaia ' 'He did not take into considera- 
tion the fact that the cost of living iu 
British Columbia is gn-utly in oxoossof 
that of the Eastern provinces. Ho did 
not reflect, that the barest necessaries of 
life cost more hero than the mostexpoii- 
aive luxuries in Eastern Canada ; that 
clothing is from dO to 60 per cent, 
higher ; that the cost of fueliiiid lioiiso- 
rent is largely in excess, and that 
articles which can be bouglit. f )r a 
couple of cents at Ottawa canuot bo 
had here for less than ton cenl.s — the 
smallest coin in circulation. The acalo 
should be revised on a basis of liberality 
and fairness : for a salary that would 
support an officer and his family most 
comfortably at the East will not fur- 
nish the wherewithal for them to starve 
to death genteelly upon in Victoria. 
The postoflico staif, who are amongst 
the most faithful and hardest work- 
ed dfEciala, are, we are told, very 
indifferently compensated and draw no 
extra pay for the many hours of over- 
time tlioy aro calluu npun to devote to 
the public service. A similar Ht;\te of 
things exists in nearly every other 
Federal department represented hero. 
There is little consideration shown sub- 
ordinates. They are e.xpectod to main- 
tain themselves and families respectably 
and to keep up the good name of the 
service upon day -laborer's wages. It is 
falao economy to underpay servants. 
Pay good and efficient mou well. Ap- 
preciation sweetens labor ; and labor 
cheerfully given is always worth more 
to the employer than that which is 
rendered sfrudgingly and coniplain- 
inglr.

Often was his figure seen on Cheyne 
Walk, taking bis invariable daily pro- 
menade^ lb was a practice ho had — 
this o£ a daily "constitutional" — and 
which he pursued oven in old age, no 
matter wliat the tempestuousness of 
tho weather; it was on one of these oc- 
casions thai; the writer saw and ob- 
served him. A rather thick .set figure, 
of medium height; somewhat bent, with 
rounded shoulders ; awkwardly and 
heavily built; ungainly and cumbrous 
in movement; attired in clothes which 
only just escaped the imputation of 
shabbiue.s.s, and which confe.s.sed them- 
selves open to the charge of being an 
execrable fit; unusually largo and ugly 
feet, incased in heavy shoes; tlic:)e wero 
the first impressions of tho man as lie 
bIowIv walked past, in a dreamy state, 
which kept his eyes fixed on vaeancy. 
The raovemcnit of tho body was some- 
what afTeclod by age; but the long 
stride indicated what a sturdy pedes- 
•trian ho must have once been. The 
face, overshadowed by a big slouch bat, 
was certainly one never to be forgotten. 
You thought you recognized a sort of 
typiScation of the Scotch national 
traits; tho grim adhereucn to opinion, 
the puritanic earnestness and ob.stiiiacy, 
the strength and solidity and searching 
force of the higher range of Scotch in- 
tellect. The hair was thick, knotty, 
grey, and grew far down on the fore- 
head in plenteous tufts. The forehead 
was low, broad, and projected over tho 
eves. The eves were very deep set in 
their large caverns, and were shaded by 
heavy, bristling brows; they were 
small, dull and of a greyish-blue color. 
The almost shapeless mouth — with 
scarcely a curve, tho nether lip slight- 
ly protruding beyond tho upper, was 
half hid beneath a short, bristling grey 
moustache, and a i-ather closely cut 
beard which seomnd all tangled and 
knotted, and covered each cheek as 
well as : the chin. The expression of 
the furrowed features with their strong, 
deep lines crossing the cheeks, was 
sombre, thoughtful and wrapt. 

Qheese X£ade trom Fotatoos. 

A foreign paper says that cheese is 
made from potatoes in Thuringa and 
Saxony. After having collected a 
quantity of potatoes of good quality, 
giving the preference to a large white 
kind, they are boiled in a cauldron, and, 
after becoming cool, they are reduced 
to a pulp, either by means of a grater 
or mortar. To live pound.s of this 
pulp, which ought to be as equal as 
possible, is added one pound of sour 
milk and tho necessary quantity of 
salt. The whole is kneaded together 
and tho mixture covered n\) and allowed 
to lie for three or four days, according 
. to the season. At tho end of this time 
it is kneaded anew, and tho cheeses are 
placed in little baskets, when the 
superfluous moisture escapes. Thov 
are then allowed to dry in the shade, 
and placed in layers in largo vessels, 
where they must remain for fifteen 
days. ' The older cheeses are tho more 
their quality improves. Three kinds 
are made. The first and most common 
is made us detailed above; the second 
with four parts of )iotatoes and two 
parts of curded milk; tho third with 
two parts of potatoes and four parts of 
cow or ewe milk. ' These cheeses have 
this advantage over other kinds: they 
do not' engender worms, and they keep 
fresh for a number of years, provided 
they are placed in a dry situation and 
in well closed vessels.

Tho drill and inachinory 
tturk well, and tivo j-oara of active ser- 
vice has not lossenod thoir capabilities for 
piercing tho Inud strata in this district, 
it is variously cstiiuatod that tho coal will 
be reached at a depth varying from 250 
to 500 feot. Tho drill will bo kopt going 
d:iy and night — two shifts of 12 hours 
uiich. Should .1 good aoam of cnal bo 
struck by tho drill, of which there appears 
t« bo no two oniniona, much as it may 
vr.ry about tho depth at which it will be 
■<iiiik to the coal, Mr. Beaumont, tu cx- 
iiuiiito inattors .and no doubt.to savo ox- 
j i'Mbo, will have sovoral bore holes pat 
'valiiii tlio space required for tho shaft. 
1 'le opening of a mine in that vicinity 
will nut only bo of vast importance to tho 
oi.inpany, but will materially assist in the 
prosperity and advancement of this city.

At Kamluopa the settlers are having 
beautiful weather. Tho river is open from 
lake to lake, and the steamer is running. 
Kamloops lake is expected to bo open in 
11 week. The season is fully a month in 
adv.ince of last year, and ploughing is 
already well undorwoigh. All tho cattlo 
have wintered well, with little or no less 
in this section. Fanners are prophecying 
good and early crops .... A Chilcoatiu 
settler says cattlo wintered in first-rato 
order, not one head boinp lost. Ho show- 
ed to U8 some very fino wheat raised in 
tho Ohilcoten plains, and says a groat 
deal will bo sown this year, more than 
ever bcforo. 

The Ho.si'iTAr.s.— The government have 
decided to pay tho hospital subsidy to tho 
Westminster board of directors as con- 
stituted on tho old basis. Whereupon 
tho Herald eaya: "This detorniination is 
most creditable to both the head and heart 
<jf tho cabinet and is constructively a se- 
vere snubbing to tho mischief-making 
author of tho disturbing resolution."

Naas river is destined to bo 
a stream of considerable importance and 
its navigation should bo improved.

A' coasul^tion was hold in 'the Olork's 
office last evening as to wlietber - the con- 
foronco with tho commissioners respecting 
tho Yates street City Landing should be 

public or private. 

fouii. McLean .uigge.stcd tliat the con- 
ference .'ihould bo pulilic and tho members 
accordingly adjourned to tho Council 
chambers. 

His Worship road tho letter submittod 
to the cominitteo at last meeting. 

Coun. McLean was of opinion that the 
matter shoulil bo dealt with as if private 
property wore involved. Mr. Yates and 
his agent hero had all along been ondoa- 
voring to get tho matter settled in a man- 
ner that W!*8 not satisfactory. Ho 
wished for some foundation upon 
which to net and thought that Messrs. 
Pcarse and Poniborton would guide the 
council in this respect. Tho city ought 
not to lot the lu-npcrtv go without a .strug- 
gle. 

Mr. Pembcrton stated that ho and his 
colleaguQ had drawn up a report on this 
question somo time ago; and thoy wore 
still of opinion that tho landing is 32 feot 
or half a chain in width. Tho 
subject had been discussed till there 
was nothing more to say about 
it. In 18G3 or '04 a report was drawn 
up on all tho reserves belonging to tho 
public and tho width of the Vatos street 
landing was then considered to bo from 
80 to 40 feet. It was natural that tho 
street committeo should arrive at a dif- 
ferent conclusion from tho commission- 
ers who wero cognizant of all tho facts 
connected with the early history of the 
town site. Tho names of a number of 
individuals were then mentioned who 
wore examined on tho occasion referred 
to in 'C.'i or '01 when it was positively as- 
sorted that tho landing was from 'M to lU 
foot in width. It appeared to him that 
if a compromise could bo eflbctod it would 
bo a wiso thing to bring about. 

Coun. McLean stated that the street 
committee only a.ssumed the width was 
10 foot, and explaineil tho action of tho 
committee. 

Mr. Pombecton, resuming, said that 
nothing had occurred to change tho opin- 
ion of himself and coUoaguo as to tho 
width of tho landing. 

Mr. Poarso thought there could bo no 
doubt about tho matter. Tho field notes 
of tho original survey wero tho first 
proof that would be placed before a court 
cf la'.^. Th!»!> "I'l nnopln would bo called 
upon to give evidence. The field notes 
wore perfect ovidonco in this case; 
his own field notes wore sufhcicntly expli- 
cit to enable him to swear to them in any 
court of law and those notes stated that 
the width of tho landing was 32 feot. 

Coun. Smith asked if the lot adjoining 
was not 100 foot I 

Mr. Pearse — Lot 203 therein referred 
to is 100 foot. Tho second branch of tho 
evidonco was tlio official map of 1854. 
That was the ofticial map till 185S. On 
this map tho landing w.a-s marked 32 feel. 
Tho strange point on tho maps of 1858 
wa^ that an erasure was plainly discerni- 
ble and by tho aid of a glass it could bo 
soon that tho figures 32 had been changed 
to 10 feot. 

Coun. Smith stated that tho lots south 
had boon registered and thoreforo no 
change could now be made. Tho landing 
certainly was only IGJ feot. He referred 
to the H. B. Oo.'s sale and said they 
made tho landing 16i feet. Ho would 
strongly urge a compromise on an ei|uitable 
basis. 

Coun. McLean asked if all the property 
owners had their full width would there 
be still 32 foot left for tho landing ! 

Mr. Pcirse — Undoubtedly there would. 

Hia Worship wished to know whether 
Mr. Yates' building could now bo remov- 
ed if it is not on tho right ground > 

Mr. Poarso considered that that would 
bo a point for a court of law to mottle. He 
then explained how Mr. Vatcs in early 
days had obtained his consent to fence in 
more than bolongod to him. IJo consid- 
ered the question a perfectly plain one 
and that the landing was really 32 feet. 
As a citizen ho would ho glad to have 
tho matter settleil; but he would stand 
by his original field notes under any cir- 
cumstances and the fact of tho map of 
1858 being altered was strongly in favor 
of his opinion. There would bo a diffi- 
culty with Mr. Lonevuo as ho had his 
lines registered; still it ought to bo as- 
sumed that tho landing ifi 32 feot. Ho 
was not sure that it could bo proved, but 
he was suro his notes would be considered 
strong ovidonco in a court of law. 

A conversation then took place as to 
tho west lino of Government street, in 
tho courso of which Mr. Pearse stated 
that unless instructed by the Council to 
make Government street 70 feet wide at 
its intersection with Johnson street, they 
would to a certain extent stultify them- 
selves as it was actually a little wider 
there. 

The conference was continued on tho 
foot of Johnson street question and Mr. 
Pearse gave tho history of the sale 
of town lots by tho H. B. Co. and said 
the site of tho city or a great portion of it 
was disposed of as the property of a pri- 
vate corporation. 

Coun. Smith remarked that if tho FJ. 
B. Co. could sell that lot at the foot of 
Johnson street when thoy did in 1S58 
thoy could also sell a portion of tlie pub- 
lic landing. 

Mr. Poarso e.xplainod why this could 
not be done. 

Mr. Pemborton then explained tho cir- 
cumstances connected with the letter to 
Mr. Leneveu, respecting the lines of his 
property north of Mr. Yates'. He ac- 
knowledged that he had no business to 
write that letter as he was then out of 
office. Ho could not account for its being 
done. 

Mr. Poarso before the conference was 
closed referred to the action of the pro- 
vincial legislature on the city map affaii 
and explained the matter to the Council. 

The Commissioners wero then thanked 
for their attondanco by tho Mayor and 
withdrew.

His Worship tho Blaynr in tho chair and 
Councillors Shakespeare, Smith, Mansell, 
McLoan, Kinsman, Wriglosworth, ami 
Vigileua. 

Coun. McLean moved the following re- 
solution : 

That the clerk be instructed to write to 
!Mr. Yates' agent in reply to his letter of 
tho 4th inst. informing him that the 
Council cannot entertain the proposal in 
said letter. If Mr. Yatoa has any now 
proposal to make to tho Council re- 
gariling the uxchango of city landing 
no pruposal will be entertained by this 
Council unless accompanied with an offer 
of unconditional exchange of 32 foot. An 
oxchango of public landing proposed on 
tho above conditions will bo favorably en- 
tertained. 

Coun. McLoan said that a diO'eronco of 
opinion still existed on tho ([uostion of 
lOi feot or 32 foot as tho width of this 
landing, but lie was fully convinced that 
tho latter width was tho correct 
one. If Mr. Yates could obtain this 
landing lio would have, next to the H. B. 
Co., the beat v.'harf jiroperty in tho city. 
He referred to Mr. Gray coining boforo 
thn public time after time with diU"ereiit 
proposals ; and ho considered that Mr. 
Yates ought to give 32 foot willingly and 
.settlo tho dispute on that basis. 

Coun. Vigulius had listened to tho ox- 
])lanations given by the commissioners 
with much attention, and ho was now 
fully persuaded tlial tho landing ought to 
be 32 foot in width. Ho would, thore- 
foro, second Coun. McLean's resolution. 

Coun. Mansell had not changed hia 
views on this (juestion. Ho still thought 
it should be dealt with as though the pro- 
perty beloiigoil to a private individual. As 
it was doubtful whether tho landing is 
IfiA or 32 feet ho would favor the resolu- 
tion of Coiiii. jVlcLean. 

Coun. Sniitli asked Coun, McLoan if he 
was prepared to go to law with Mr. Yaios J 

Coun. McLean remarked that he wjia 
if such a coinpromiso as ho had proposed 
could not bo brought about. Ho con- 
tondod that more nionoylmd already been 
spent ill printing bylaws, getting acts 
of parliament passed nud in election 
expenses than would have carrietl tho 
matter through tho Supremo Court. 

His worship reminded tho Council that 
tho commissioners liad doubts as to 
whether tho 32 feot landing coidd now bo 
eitablishod. 

Coun. Shtikospearo would try to get an 
amicable arraiigament with Sir, Yates 
without having recourse to law. Ho was 
convinced that treble the sum already 
spent on Iho matter would not pay tho 
oxpensca either the council or Mr. Yates 
would have to pay. If an arrangement 
could bo arrived at every cfTurt should bo 
mado to bring it about. Then good build- 
ings would be at once erected and there 
would be work for mechanics. 

Coun. Smith moved in araendmont tho 
following resolution.

That tho mayor bo requested to call 
upon Mr. Yates' agent, having in view 
tho object of entering upon an agree- 
ment for tho transfer of tho city landing, 
the city to give tho 16J foot knding and 
receive in exchange a portion of town lot 
Xo. 201 fronting on the foot of Yates 
street free from all conditions or rostric- 
tiuns and to report to the council. 

Coun. Wriglosworth aupported tho am- 
en d meiit. 

His Worship diil not wish to have any- 
thing to do with the matter. It would bo 
a great benefit to Mr. Yates and also to 

tho city to have the question settled. 

Conn. "\'igoliu.s thought that tho city 
ought to have .'i2 feet and that it could bo 
obtained. 

Coun. Smith's ainondmont was thon 
put and lost. F(jr, Councillors Smith, 
Shakospoaro and Wriglosworth. Against, 
the rest of tho Council. 

Original motion was then carried on tho 
.same votu. 

Tho Street Coininittoe reported against 
complying with Mr. Tiedeinan's communi- 
cation of last week respecting the eutter 
in front nf the now post office.

On the nijj'ht of the 2olb there was a 
crowd in Hill's saloon, talking and 
smoking, when a woman passed out of 
a side door into tho street whereupon 
someone remarked: "They aro going 
to smoke o])inm, let'a go and see them." 
At this the crowd started for tho opium 
den; on arriving they proceeded up 
stairs and found two men and three 
women smoking opium. After view- 
ing tho disgusting scene for awhile, tho 
crowd started to lea\ G, when one of 
liio licnda spoke up and said: "You'vo 
got u great deal of gall." Whereupon 
one of the outsiders, named Davo 
Corroll said: "Y'es; uioro gall than 
anybody," started after tho fiend, gave 
him 

A SOL'.ST) DltUBDIXCi, 

Took away hia pipo and lamp and 
started down tho street, A short 
time after this one of tho citizens sug- 
pe.sted tliat a stop be put to opium 
.smoking, to which another answered: 
"Yes; I also know wiifern there is an- 
other don." By this time quite a 
crowd had congregated and they all 
started for tliL new "joint." On arriv- 
ing at the dasigimtod spot they found 
a tent in which Julia W'ilson, Lotla 
Kellyand Charley Dunn were smoking. 
Several of the ]>artiea started in to 
take the pipes when Dunn said : 
"Don't coino in." No attention was 
p.iid to his remarks find the pipes wore 
taken. Dunn uaiil they were no gentlO'

STAND THEM OFF 

For a while, and with that Dave Cor- 
rell cocked a pistol, stuck it in Dunn's 
face and said "take it." Dunn didn't 
take the pistol and Carroll slapped him 
over, The crowd then went back to 
town and talked the matter over, when 
they again went for the first opium den. 
There they found " Frenohy" and 
" Black Dick," and two women. After 
stopping there a few monisnts thev 
left, the crowd then disjiersed and went 
to bed. During the next day tho opium 
fiends congregatt:d in the diderent 
saloon.s drinking and talking of what 
had occurred the previous night. Be 
tween four and five o'clock p. m. I 
(Jas. Mackinson), was partly lying on 
the table in llall'.s saloon talking to 
John Elliott, when I saw '• Black Dick" 
break into a door leading to a room 
occupied by a woman. A minute or so 
afterward ho passed out. Hearing a 
scufQing sound I looked around and 
saw " Black Dick " holding a knife in 
the air, and I sang out 

"LOOK OUT FOR THE KKIFE, LON I " 

Dick then gave him four quick 
lunges and Lou said: "Jimmy, ho's 
killed mo ; I'm stabbed." I then, in 
company with Geo. Greaser, helped him 
10 tho doorway. I then ran for assist- 
ance. Soon came back with Mr. Moody 
and we throe staited in pursuit of Dick 
who was making for the back part of 
the town. When he .saw that wo were 
after him ho turned and slowly walked 
towards u.s. Moody and Greaser caught 
liitn by tho arm and^ started to bring 
bim back, Dick ilieii aaid to Creasor : 
"I've got it in for you iind I will*"' 

KILL YOU BEFORE I DIE. " 

Ho was brought to where the affair 
occurred when Bill Tillard interfered. 
Moody then turned " Black Dick " over 
to ua and whipped Tillard. " Black 
Dick" then wanted to light when 
Moody ordei-cS us; l^'^iilrn him loose. 
A tussle then occurred between Moody 
and " Black Dick, " Moody gtslting 
much the best of the fight. At this 
juncture Aank Vaughn jumped into the 
crowd and took " JBlack Dick" away, 
looking him up in a back room, of Viii- 



tivit's saloon. He was turned over to 
tiie justice of the peaco for safe keeping 
A constable then took Lira in charge, 
and binding him hand foot, locked l.'.im 
in a room. Dick was then asked if ho 
was sorry for what he had done, when 
ho replied: "Noj but he was sorry 
that he 

HAD N'OT KILLED ANOTHER." 

Babb, in reply to a question, said: 
"Boyg, givo 'Bhv.k Dick' a fair and 
square trial; don't use violence." Ho 
maintained con.seiousuesa to the last, 
but sufibrcd a great deal. About 3:20 
a.m., in the neighborhood o£ ICQ mask- 
ed men opened the door of the room 
whore "Black Dick" was confined, and 
covering the guard with pistols a de- 
mand was made for the prisoner. 
Everything was done quietly, and on 
tho prisoner being surrendered he was 
taken out about fifty feet off where a 
high fence bad been erected and pre- 
parations made to hang him. Dick 
asked for timo to say hia prayers, which 
was granted hitn; ho also requested

The Diruotor.s in m.iking thoir Annual U(>|i<irt havu to inform tho Sub.scrilior.H 
that during tho pa.st year thoy havo .iuccinHlcil in purclKising a plot of land of 5 aeros 
immediately adjoining tlio Ho.spital, for tliu |uii |iiwi- of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hortjiital. Tho (iovornment havo voted a gum of 
money for tho erection of tho ncccs.sary buildings; but before the works could bo 
coiuinenccd the Government required tho land to be convoyed to tho Crown, which 
has boon done. Tho eoniing spring -will, it is hoped, soo this most noceasary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tho Province complutod. 

Tho Directors regret that tlio House of A.ssouibly have pas.iod a refiolution com- 
eletely reverBing tho policy under ivliieh lln' Hospilal hiu Ijooii for ho many yo-iirii 
not unsuccessfully uiauagetl; liithorto tho (lovernment havo boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and as a rule those Govornmont Directors havo been 
active and useful inoiubera, and have fidly nnawored the purposes for which they wore 
placed on the Board. 

The other Directors aro tho nominees of ttie Subscribers. Tho proposed change 
will bo detrimental to the intoroats of those for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessaiy to details takes up a groat deal of time, and to supposo that work 
which is now performed efficiently by - eight gentlemen will be equally as well por- 
forinod by four is Kupposing too much, and thu inevitablu result will bo a rocurrouce 
to tho worst ovils of tho past. Tho interest wliicli tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

The Directors havo again to express tlieir thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo Bociotica and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

Tho all'airs of the Hospital have been ecnnouiii-ally maimgod, as will bo soon by 
the aiiiuuat of tsufTeriug.s luliut ed and Iho TiOn.uucr.i account of tlic expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directoi-s regret that tho change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent tliom again offering their aervieos, and from tho applications 
which h.^vo been received fcjr a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that the closing of one of the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yet remains to bo eonaidored the question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will alToct it. On this subject the Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion 1 have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of the Board of Directors to the a<lniirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. RobiiLson, has conducted tiio internal aftairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
